Action Background 

1. This action is responsive to the applicant's amendment, submitted on 
8/19/2005. 

2. Applicant has amended claims 1, 9 and 13. 

3. Claims 1-21 are pending in the case, claims 1, 9 and 13 are independent 
claims. 

4. The examiner's rejection of claims 1, 8, 9 and 13, made under 35 USC 
112 related to failing to comply with the written description requirement is 
withdrawn in view of applicant's remarks, wherein the remarks identify within 
the originally filed specification the location of the subject matter added by the 
amendment filed on 1/21/2005. 

5. The examiner's rejection of claims 1-21, made under 35 USC 103, as 
being unpatentable over Nolan et al. US Patent 5,253,362 in view of Borghesi 
et al. US Patent 5,950,169 is withdrawn in view of the amendment to the 
claims. 
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Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, 9 and 13, the prior art of record 

neither anticipates nor suggests to a person of ordinary skill, at the time the 
invention was made, the claimed method or system for generating a file note 
for an insurance claim, including pre-filling a first set of fields with a type of 
insurance suffix and identification of the participant, obtaining a selection of 
one of the first set of fields by a user which identifies a second set of fields 
and includes information related to the second set of fields, permitting the 
user to add data to a text area related to each of the second set of fields, 
generating the file note that contains the first and second set of fields and the 
related text area data, identifying a significance level for the file note, and 
storing the file note and the significance in an insurance claim database.
